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PROFESSIONAL BEGGARS. 


MR. JAMES FORBES, who is head of 


the National Association for the Prevention 
of Mendicancy, is authority for the state- 
ment that there are between 7,000 and 
8,000 professional beggars in New York 
City whose annual pickings reached the 
tidy sum of £15,000,000. These are the 
mendicants who beg from choice rather 
than necessity, and their "earnings" repre- 
sent the approximate amount of which 
New Yorkers are actually swindled: If the 
sum obtained by beggars who are really 
deserving could be added to this total, the 
showing would be truly, startling. 


The experience of the Associated 


Charities authorities in Colorado Springs 
shows that only a very small proportion of 
the applicants for aid are really deserving. 
Nor is this City an exception; it is the same 
everywhere. 
The shabbily dressed man 


with the fishy eye who "touches-"' >ou on 
the street for the price of a meal may de- 
serve your aid,* but the chances aTe against 
him. 
Ten to one he is a professional 


beggar who would rather go hungry than 
wdrk. 
And being a professional beggar 


he is also an accomplished liar,, capable of 
spinning a most convincing yarn. 


Appeals of this kind 


THE 
should always be refused. 
True, occasionally one 


,«. encounters a street beg- 


*- }^-ga.r who is really" deserv- 


ing, but-in Colorado Spiings we have a 
charity organization which, is capable of 
separating the sheep from the goats, and 
which caa be depended on to investigate 
each case and aid 10056 who are deserving, 
Tenderhearted people whose sympathies 
are easily aroused would be sui prised to 
know how-many of the beggars whose dis- 
tress is apparently genuine are found on 
Investigation to be-mere worthless hoboes, 
too lazy to "work, too cowardly to commit 
crime in short human parasites who fol- 
low their despicable vocation from choice. 
Nor are all of the mendicants of this class 
men; spme of the most accomplished beg- 
gars are women, and -as a rule they are 
more successful by reason of their sex. 


The summer tourist season is approach- 


ing and with it will come an aggregation of 
beggars attracted by the prospects of prey- 
ing on the opulent visitors," There is only 
one safe rule to follow in dealing with peo- 
ple of this .class. Jt is to refer them to the 
Associated Charities, regardless of their ap- 
parent deserts. If the Jbeggar refuses to ac- 
cept this "advice it is a safe conclusion that 
he is a faker and wholly unworthy of as- 
sistance^

To prevent any dishonesty and to es- 


tablish accuracy In timing flights, a 
special apparatus is used, each bird 
owner possessing one This Is a wood- 
en box containing a sealed clock set to 
agee exactly with tne sealed watcn or 
th£ comoyar. 
On the bird's return 


from a flight, the owner removes the 
ring from its leg and drops it in a slot

William Walker was one of the great 


dreamers of the middle of the last cen- 
tury. He was so much Impressed, with 
the important work that he imagined 
he was called upon ttf perform that he 
styled himself "the gray-eyed man of 
fiestiny" 
He was the son of a Ten- 


nessee banker, but there was a spirit 
Of unrest In his blood, and 
history 


credits him with being a "professional 
revolutionist" One historian says of 
him 
"He was as brave a man as ever 


lived, and wasted his life trying to 
achfeve what was Impossible " 


Walker was a man of considerable 


accomplishments, for he not only was 
educated to the law, but he traveled! 
for years in Europe, taking a course In 
medicine and studying literature, Up- 
on his return home he drifted 
from 


place to place, first practicing law and 
then engaging In newspaper work, un- 
til he-finally settled in San Francisco. 
Nothing, however, seemed to appease 
his love ft>r adventure. 


The opportunity finally came In 1853 


that he so much desired The Apache 
Indians had a way of raiding southern 
California and then escaping Into Mex- 
co To stop this practice Walker pro- 
posed to form a little colony on the 
Sonora frontier of Mexico, and with 
170 men and three large cannon he 
slipped unnoticed ouC of the port of 
San Francisco and landed at La Paz, 
In Ijower California, There, annexing 
Sonora, he declared the region a re- 
public, wiiispiimaelf as president. For 
a time it leaked aa though his daring 
plot would succeed 
But 
an 
over- 


wheutilngly large force of Mexicans 
was massed against himj^ many of hla 
followers deserted, and food and money 
running short, he surren'dei'ed to the 
United 
States government 
authori- 
ties at San Diego 


When Tie was placed on- trial. It was 


found that public sentiment was with 
hin .ir.d he was speedily set free As 
soon as he was released 
he looked 


about for another scene of adventure 
His choice settled on the republic of 
Nicaragua. He proceeded with a band 
Of reckless men to that country, and 
allied himself with one Its 
warring 


factlons. In a short tlm'o he had pos- 
session of the city of Grenada, and had 
proclaimed himself president of'Nlca 
ragua. Soon after he bad succeeded to 
power he issued a decree re-establish- 
ing slavery in the country, where it 
had not existed for many years • 


His second" stefr was to arrest General 


Corral, leader of the opposition,- and, 
accusing, him of treachery, he had him 
shot. 
NeTv recruits-from the United 


States, learning of Walker's success, 
began pouring Into the country. Walk- 
er had now reached the pinnacle o£ 
his success. His fall was soon to come 
and was brought oh by his own follj 
and greed. 


One of his first acts was to demand 


money from various United States 
commercial fiuus doing business in 
Nicaragua. Wlipn ^he confiscated the 
property of a large steamship company 
for refusing to pay, that company pro- 
ceeded to Btlr up the people against 
Walker, and the surrounding countries, 
who had hated and feared him, Joined 
In the revolt. There was soon a strong 
Insurrection, on foot, and in a battle 
that followed. Walker was beaten, and 
he burned Grenada to prevent, the 
city's capture by the enemy, and on 
Miy 1. 1867, he fled to a United States 
warship for protection. 


The government 
brought to New 


Orl*>»ns an£ put him under bonds to 
keep the peace. He forfeited hte bond 
by again Invading "Nicaragua the fol- 
low Ing November. Comwifedore Paulding 
of the United States navy, forced him 
to surrender, and h<? was brought a 
prisoner to Washington 
One other at. 


tempt was made by the irrepressible 
man to Invade Nicaragua, but he was 
caught at the mouth of the Mississippi 
and made to gi\e up the project 


In June of 1860 ne in\ aded Honduras, 


where he met with a \tgorous resist- 
ance, and was eventually captured bj 
thd British and was turned over to 
the native Honduran authorities Sub- 
jected to a mock trial, he was sen- 
tenced to be shot to death, e\en as he 
had sentenced Corral, and at Truxlllo, 
on September 12, 1860. in his thirty- 
sixth year, his dream and his life w«m 
out together.

•good crew squid, but there was one.-of 
the men 1 did not believe was in con- 
dition for his race. '• "Calling tho medi- 
cal examiner aside, 1 said: 


"Doctor, there is, something wrong 


with that man. I dqri't believe he is 
In condition." 


."I consider him perfectly fit to go 


Into the race," said the'doctor. I have 
examined him carefully iand there is 
nothing the'matter with Him." 


A-few days later the man rowed in 


the fdfcr-oared race. At the end of the 


. first mile he collapsed, and the crew 


did not finish. 
Of the 600 and more 


undergraduates, who have rowed in in- 
tercollegiate races since I have been 
"Connected with the Cornell navy, this 
was the only man who ever showed 
signs of .collapse in a Cornell boat. 
Jiever before or since feave I allowed 
a man to. compete against my own bet- 
ter Judgment.

There are unmistakable sign? that 


always appear early in the training of. 
a man who Is out of condition, and 
that 'man should heyer -be allowed to 
row, 
whether the stethoscope ehows 


him to have a weak-heart -or not Just 
what"4hese conditions arej I cannot ex- 


'• plain, it may be that while, rowing on 
the'machines, the lips gfet a little white 
or the face flushes peculiarly. 


Every year at Cornell scores of men 


who register for the navy are flroppe.d 
early in the training, not because they 
might not make good men for the crew, 
but because the light, winter work on, 
the machines shows that hard rowing 
would be dangerous. to their own

him to seek the truth at all costs, and 
to proclaim it through his reward be 
torture and death at the hands of the 
inquisitor 


No_ the prime, the fundamental mo-, 


live which hag impelled men to de- 
cipher the hidden meanings of nature 
has «ot been the prospect of material 
gain, else had they not beeu willing 
to suffer and die for the truth, but the 
sublime pleasure, the exalted ecstasy 
th.it comes with revelation of truth to 
the master-mind 


The glorious transport of the hero— 


"das Heldengluck" us Oswald calls^It— 
few perhaps are privileged to experi- 
ence. Yet the impulse to fathom the 
problems of our existence is so primi- 
tive, so fundamental a trait of the hu- 
man mind, that probably none of us 
are quite free from it. In some of its 
phases the instinct of inquiry is most 
plainly evidenced in childhood, and is, 
alas1 too often choked almost out of 
existence by the cares and potty an- 
noyances of every-day life as we grow 
up. Enough, however, is left to most 
of us adults of the "child- wonder" to 
enable us to complete by introspec- 
tion our analysis of the elemental emo- 
tions through which tho pursuit of 
science holds men in fascination. 


First, then, and most primitive is 


our innate capacity for being stirred 
to wonder and awe by the contempla- 


I tion of the grandeur of nature. 
Who 


has not experienced a feeling of men- 
tal exaltation when gazing up into the 
unfathomable depths of the "starry 
cluster" on dome gloriously illumined 
Bummer night9 At* such moments 
there is an attempt -on the part ot the 
imagination to fill in the gaps where 
the discernment of our senses fails, 
and to*span the untold distances over 
which our limited powers are incom- 
petent to carry its. This exercise of 
the imagination is for some reason felt 
as a pleasurable experience. 


But the feeling of wonder is only a 


first and very rude step In the jour- 
ney which the individual and society 
have traveled to reach th-e vantage 
ground of modern scientific attain- 
ment 
If there is a certain pleasure 


associated with a mere feeling of un- 
satisfied wonder, a new zest is added 
to the situation If through one cir- 
cumstance or another a corner of the 
veil is lifted, and a gleam of under- 
standing lights up our mental sight to 
a comprehension of the phenomenon 
th«U at first merely awed u*. In one 
form this is pre-eminently the pict- 
ure of the younger student of science, 
whose personal knowledge can as yet 
bo Tteaail* extended bj the compara- 
tively easy means of imparting to him 
the knowledge- gained by others. 


The Spirit of Research. 


As tho student matures, he may pass 


more or less imperceptibly into the next 
s»tage of development, and taste of the 
pleasure which conies of the discov- 
ery of new truths by his own effort 
The time vvhen< he passes into this" 
phase cannot bo'precisely defined, It 
will vary a great deal with the In- 
dividual. 
Some, even with trainlns 


specially directed toward the develop- 
ment of faculty and skill m this di- 
rection, wlH hardly do more than at 
the best add more or less material to 
our "tables of natural constants." In 
others the spirit of research is deeply 
Ingrained. Tney will make truly Im- 
portant contributions to the treasure 
house of science. Their earliest efforts 
may perhaps merely lead them to re- 
dlacoverylndcpehdently what others had. 
found before them. But as they grow- 
in years and knowledge, they sooner 
or later give'to us those gems in the 
crown of science whose luster casts its 
rays through space and time, lending 
international renown and itmnortal 
fame to the pioneer genius. 
Such a 


man tastes not only of the Joy of hav- 
ing himself! gained knowledge by his 
own efforts, but he knows also tho 
deeper satisfaction Which springs from 
like consciousness of sen-ices rendered 
and benefits bestowed upon the world 
at larg<> 


There is still another phase in sclen » 


tlflc progress, whether we think of the 
Individual or of the community, tihleh 
brjngs its own pleasure: The sense of 
mastery over nature that follows upon 
successful 
application 
of 
scientific 


knowledge to the fourtherancc of hu- 
man welfare, A James Watt teaches 
us to wield a new weapon in our ag» 
gressivo -\varfare for the conquest of 
tho world by raa-n. A Pasteur elves 
into our hand tho means of defense to 
ward off tho last rem-iining enemies 
of mankind—foes which have baffled 
us BO long, not through their strength 
or 
overpowering: 
dimension*, 
but 


through their \very elusive minuteness. 
Who shall say -which Is our greater 
debt, tho one we oxvo to James Watt, 
or th.it due to Pasteur, and which the 
greater Joy—that of tho engineer ad- 
ding to our means of gaining wealth, 
or_of the devoted^ p_h>sjclan and pioneer 
of medical science, ministering to~the 
hoplth of nations'* 


Many arc the fascinations of science, 


even to him who is content to look on 
while others toll and worship at her 
shrine. Greater, and Indeed overwhelm- 
ing, must be her hold on him who.
